Why It Pays to Whittle Pumpkins—A Jobber 
Saves the Day for a Dealer

HE lot of the retail hardware man, like unto 
that of the Policeman in the Pirates of Pen- 


zance, is not always a happy one, for he has’ 


problems, many and puzzling, which often cause 
him to walk the floor at night. Nor does he lack 
advice from all manner of men as to how these 
problems may be solved. Usually the best solution 
is one worked out in actual practice, and some of 
these answers I run across in my wanderings to 
and fro on the face of the country. Several of 
them relate to that ever-present trouble, compe- 
tition from the mail order house. 

One live young hardware mer- 
chant in a growing town in south- 
east Missouri determined to try how 
personal acquaintance and good fel- 
lowship would work with farmers 
who were not giving him much busi- 
ness. So each Sunday afternoon 
when he took his family riding in 
his automobile, he found occasion to 
pay friendly calls on these same un- 
friendly farmers, and thus became 
acquainted with them and their 
families. From this it was an easy 
matter to send them quotations of 
goods they bought, quoting low 
prices. When the farmer and his 
family came to town they were in- 


vited to dinner with the merchant’s family. Thus 
did the merchant back up the roadside signs that 
proclaimed welcome as the farmer drove near to

On every farm where there are boys and girls this hardware man has persistent boosters who know no imaginary 
line between the hay field and the hardware store 


the town. Moreover, he saw that these same 
farmers and their families received invitations to 
all the social “doings” in the town, church festivals, 
- cream parties, young people’s dances and the 
ike. 

This same merchant told me not long ago that he 
was very sure that he was getting all the business 
that these farmers formerly sent to the mail order 
houses, 


Links the Children to His Store 


In another live town in Missouri there are very 
fine schools to which the neighboring farmers send 
their children, many of them to board, during the 
school term. One of the hardware dealers in this 
town saw to it that these children found pleasant 
places to stay, and, in fact, always took two or 
three of them to board at his own house. He 


also took care that these children were included 
in all the social functions of the young people, and 
that they were made to feel completely at home in 
the place of their temporary abode. If it hap- 
pened to be Hallowe’en time the old hardware man 
took time to show the youngsters how to make 
pumpkins into jack-o’-lanterns. Thus he succeeded 
in abolishing that imaginary line, which Tom Wit- 
ten says unfortunately too often exists between the 
town and the country. Verily I say unto you that 
this merchant had his reward in the good business 
which came to him from the farmer folks whose 
children he constantly befriended, and the mail 
order house business suffered accordingly. On 
every farm for miles around, wherever there was a 
child, there was a persistent booster for the hard- 
ware man in town. 

Another dealer in southern Illinois made constant 
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object lessons in the shape of comparison of goods 
sold by mail order houses with those he carried. 
He would procure some staple article sold by the 
mail order house at a low figure and place it in the 
show window along with his own article. With 
them went a large placard describing the difference 
between the two in quality and design; also the 
price of the mail-order article, with freight or ex- 
press added, and the cost of postage the farmer paid 
in ordering the article. Likewise there was a memo- 
randum showing the time it took to get the article 
from the mail order house. 


Keeping Dollars at Home 


He varied these displays from week to week, 
and I have his word for it that the effective demon- 
stration he made of the fact that the mail order 
house was not really selling cheaper, all things 
considered, and that the quality was often poorer, 
and the time required to get the goods a real 
handicap, brought him large business from the 
farmers who were given to trade with the mail 
order houses. 

Another dealer who lived in a good size city in 
southern Indiana had a store on the edge of the 
city where the farmers passed on their way to 
town, and built up a large trade with them after 
the following fashion. First he offered to take 
care of the farmers’ rigs when they drove to town 
shopping. A large store side of his store made 
this possible. Then he made a constant study of 
the articles which the mail order houses offered at 
especially low prices. He made a point of buying 
something as nearly as possible Jike the articles in 
question, both in quality and price. Next he sent 
out typewritten letters, signed by him personally, 
offering these articles at the same prices—the dif- 
ference in freight considered—as the mail order 
house, and stating that all orders received by him 
one day would be delivered next day to the farm 
house, as far as the requirements of the parcel 
post permit. He thus beats the mail order houses 
at their own game. 


The Jobber to the Rescue 
Another merchant in northern Illinois was much 


disturbed because, though doing a large business, 
he failed to make any money and was always hard 
pressed to meet his obligations. So he went 2 
Sabbath day’s journey to a large city, where was 
situated a jobbing house from whom he bought 
many goods, and with whose president he had a 
long standing friendship. He recited his tale to 
the head of the jobbing house, and asked to be told 
frankly what the trouble was, why he did not 
make money, and what was the way out of it. The 
jobber listened attentively and then said: 

“Now, John, there is everything the matter with 
you. First of all, you buy goods from every sales- 
man who comes along in order that you may keep 
posted on prices so that nobody shall overcharge 
you. 

“Consequently, as my salesmen tell me, your 
stock makes Joseph’s coat look like a subdued piece 
of coloring by comparison. Of course, you always 
have on hand more goods than you need, and yet 
you keep on buying large quantities from manu- 
facturers in order to secure a special discount. 
The consequence is that your carrying charges on 
your stock of merchandise cost you more than you 
make on your special discounts, and you have so 
much idle capital locked in your merchandise that 
you cannot meet your bills promptly. Your office 
is in the back part of your store, where no one 
ever sees you, and you spend your time studying 
manufacturers’ and jobbers’ discounts. 

“Now cut all that out. Buy only what you need, 
and confine your purchases to one large jobber 
who will treat you right and give you good service. 
If I cannot fill the bill, get someone else. Don’t 
buy outside, except enough to be sure the jobber 
is ‘toting fair’ with you and not taking advantage 
of you. Then devote more time to your customers. 
Move your desk to the front of the store. Greet 
everyone who comes in and give them the glad 
hand. Inquire after their family. See that your 
clerks wait on them intelligently and courteously, 
Now go home, and come back at the end of a year 
and tell me how the plan works.” 

The dealer went. 

He came back at the end of the year. His stock 
was in order and reduced to the real needs of his

One more tale and my story is done. In a large 
city in southern California there is a hardware 
dealer who has a downtown store in the shadow 
of the big department houses and gets away with 
it. For he is some advertiser and knows how to 
attract people, especially women, to his place. I 
sauntered in there one afternoon, and saw how it 
was done. The show windows are most attractive 
with constantly changing displays. As you enter 
you are cordially greeted by a young man who 
learns what you want and directs you to it. 

This time I wanted to see the demonstration of 
a new oil cook stove going on in the basement. The 
basement was a brilliantly lighted affair, neat and 
clean as a pin. There was a crowd of women’ 
around the demonstrator, a handsome young girl, 
the pick of the class of Home Economics at the 
High School. She was thus earning some pin 
money, and her classmates and friends were rooting 


When they drive to town they 

see more than the sign—they 

see the friendly, human hardware 
man—they hurry along because they 
know he’ll be interested in the new baby 


for her by bringing all their women friends to 
see her. She was answering questions, giving to 
the women samples of bread and cake she was 
baking and explaining the operations and work- 
ings of the stove. 

The next week there was-another young woman 
—a professional manicurist—selling manicure sets. 
The week before a well known woman writer on 
Domestic Economics demonstrated the value of 
certain sanitary appliances in the kitchen. 

So the story went and so the crowds came. 

All the world is the hardware man’s field. The 
small town dealer and thé city dealer can get the 
rural trade if they go after it in an aggressive, 
human manner. And the city dealer can compete 
with department stores successfully if he makes 
his store steadily smile a greeting to every passer- 
by. 7

How Bill Jones Proved It 


By Harotp G. BLODGETT 


HAT’S the better way to stop a sportsman— 


with a gun or with a fence rail? 


If the gun is aimed right, or the fence 


rail is swung hard enough, either ought to turn 
the trick. 

“But why not use both?” says the window trim- 
mer, whose heart is in the open while his head is 
in the store. “It’s a pretty punk sportsman that 
I can’t stop with such a double-barrel trim.” 

Take a squint at these picturesque fall trims, 
the one at the top of this page and the four oppo- 
site. It’s a safe bet any one of these trims would 
stop you—taking it for granted, of course, that 
the crackling of dry twigs and brown leaves under- 
foot sets your blood atingling like the first nip of 
frost. 

Why would they stop you? 

Because they plunk you with a gun, or a lot of 
them, and at the same time they drop you with 
fence rail or something else from the open that 
makes your trigger finger itch for that “Saturday 
afternoon off.” 

These displays recall the age-old question among 
display men: “Which will sell the most goods, a 
picturesque trim or a goods trim?” 

Opinions differ as to the correct answer. 

Bill Jones was positive for 20 and odd years that 
no window sold guns and ammunition like a pic- 
ture display. His recipe for a good trim was eight 
fence rails, nine bushels of fallen leaves, a shock 
of corn, two cut-outs of dogs, one yellow pumpkin 
and one gun. Once in a while he would gpice this 
trim with a scarecrow dummy of a man. 


Out Comes the Fence 


But one day a jobber’s special salesman who was 
trying to unload a bunch of duck calls thought Bill 
could sell more calls if he showed them in the 
window. With Bill he took the fence rails out. In 
their place he put a wide variety of fall sporting 


goods with a peach basket full of duck calls in the 
corner. 

Every article was described and priced on small 
attached cards. A boy demonstrated the duck calls. 

Bill awaited the result of the experiment with 
fear. The next day was Saturday, the first in Octo- 
ber. In former years that day had always been 
the big day of the fall for sporting goods sales. 

No—Bill didn’t lose any sleep Saturday night. 


No More Tooting 


The biggest crowd that had ever decorated his 
store front blocked traffic all day. Sales? Yes— 
the clamor for goods hit such a gait that Bill had 
to pull in the youngster who was tooting the duck 
call and put him behind the counter. 

Sales? They came so fast that at last old Bill 
was convinced the cash drawer would have to give 
way before the attack of the cash register sales- 
man. 

, Bill had used picturesque trims in featuring 
sporting goods so long that he had forgotten the 
power of the goods themselves to pull sales. This 
trim proved that power. 

Probably a hunting-scene trim would have pulled 
just as well. Who can say that it would not? But 
here’s the pith of old Bill’s experience: Just be- 
cause you can’t create a top-notch picture trim in 
your window, don’t neglect to show at least one 
good sporting-goods trim this fall. 

Put in a snappy display of guns and ammunition, 
with a fair assortment of hunters’ and camping 
supplies and other goods for the folks who heed the 
call of the wild in October. 

It may not stop as many curious passers as a 
stuffed bear caught in a mousetrap, but in actual 
cash sales it will hold its own with the best picture 
window ever trimmed. 

And, after all, it’s the cash that counts—not the 
curiosity.

In September 
push housecleaning and fall supplies, and continue 
this campaign into October. In November and De- 
cember “Holiday Goods” is written in capital letters. 

This year, unlike all other years since we have 
been in business, our housefurnishings sales for 
July amounted to more than any other month ex- 
cepting the holiday season—and we made the record 
on washing machines. 


One Minute, Please! 


In June we started to build a concise advertising 
campaign on electric washing machines. We issued 
an invitation to 2000 housewives to come and see 
demonstrated the “One Minute” electric washer. 
During the last week of June we sold four or five 
machines and had on our books ten or fifteen good 
prospects. 

During July we kept up our advertising in the 
newspapers at least twice a week, calling attention 
to the many good qualities of this washer. The 
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Awarded $15 Prize in Harpware AGE Housefurnishings 
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prospects continued to come in and we sold a goodly 
number. 

Under date of July 16 we advertised that the first 
introductory price would be withdrawn the first of 
the following month—to be increased $10. This an- 
nouncement brought in many new prospects and 
closed up several of the old. 

To each of our prospects we wrote a personal “fol- 
low up” letter advising an early purchase as the 
present price would probably never come again. We 
laid stress on the fact that we were absolutely guar- 
anteeing this machine. This was the biggest yet— 
in way of immediate returns. With each of these 
letters we sent additional literature. The letter was 
signed by the salesman handling the sale. This 
was successful and undoubtedly the means of closing 
the sale in almost every case. Few required a tele- 
phone call on our part. 

The keenest competition was entered into by all 
of our salesmen and saleswomen. It was enjoyed

Every customer watch- 
ing the demonstration realized how superior we con- 
sidered this machine—how willing we were to sup- 
ply names of users in this city or in their own 
neighborhood. 

The “One Minute Manufacturing Co.,” Newton, 
Iowa, advise us that we have sold more electric 
washers in a given time than any other dealer. 


Aunt Dinah Demonstrates 


During the month of June our advertising expense 
was rather heavy. We followed it right up in July. 
During the months of May, June and July we had 
two “movie” animated films running constantly in 
the best theaters in this city. We had one demon- 
stration in our window. This demonstration was 
given by an ignorant negro woman over fifty years 
of age. With no experience the ease with which she 
handled the washer convinced all housewives that it 
certainly was not complicated. Thus did we counter- 
act the general impression in regard to electric 
washers. 

All of this advertising for the two months did 
not average more than 4 per cent of the sales. But 
the returns were not complete. The cumulative 
value will undoubtedly be felt for months to come. 
With the $10 increase in price we are still selling 
washers. Daily we are building up a big washing 
machine business in this city. Not alone for elec- 
tric but also hand, water power and engine-driven 
machines. 

The Bunting Hardware Company is fast being 
recognized as headquarters for electric washing 
machines. A number of women coming in the store 
for other purchases ask to be shown this washer- - 
stating that they do not intend purchasing imme- 
diately but that they are interested in it. 


No More Dull Summers 


Our August and September sales increased in 
volume, due to this campaign. 


With coal sky high fireless cookers may be sold to apartment dwellers in the winter (see next pagey 











The dull-month problem has been solved. We do 
not and have not pushed the small special sale ar- 
ticles during these two months—but have pushed 
the big articles—the articles that count up in real 
money. And the advertising for this kind of mer- 
chandise pays. 

The circularizing was handled in the advertising 
department. Care was given the literature. We 
never sent the same kind the second time. 

Our advertising bills for July and August in 
previous years have amounted to about the same 
as this year—but the little 9c., 19c., 29c. and 98c. 
articles were not of sufficient interest to bring the 
housewives downtown. Then they were encouraged 
or intended to buy only the special-sale goods. Nat- 
urally telephone orders thdt have to be delivered 
when sold at special prices do not bring in much 
profit to the merchant. 


Follow-Up Letters Get "Em 


During the month of August we have got up three 
follow-up letters to be sent to each prospect, until 
we have definite information that she did or did not 
intend purchasing. Each of these letters contained 
attractive literature. Rarely did we have to send 
more than two letters. One goes the day after the 
first inquiry—the second is sent one week after the 
first’ inquiry. We wait 15 days before sending a 
third letter. We are not losing over 2 per cent of our 
prospects for this machine. In some cases custom- 
ers decide to buy hand or water power machines 
instead of the electric—but not often. 

We have signed a contract to sell an exception-

next three months—based on our sales for the past 
two months. We intend to keep up our heavy news- 
paper advertising which is of course the big thing— 
keep in touch with each prospect and follow up every 
“dead.”

We hope that some other hardware merchant may 
benefit by our successful experience in this livest 
of all lines to put pep into sales and cash in the 
bank in any season.

Sold to Apartment Dwellers 

Now—Cut the Gas Bill— 
Story of a Sale

To the Editor HARDWARE AGE: 


FOLKS are economizing. With coal going out of 

sight we hardware men can do our bit, and make 
our bit, by helping cut householders’ coal bills in 
half. Fireless cookers will turn the trick. Why 
not sell a lot of fireless cookers now, season or no 
season? 

We have featured this line here in Muncie most 
profitably. 

Attractive window displays and persistent news- 
paper advertising are important in our sales cam- 
paign on cookers. In fact, our advertising is car- 
ried on exclusively through the use of our two large 
display windows and the newspapers. 

Following is a detailed account of how I made a 
“Duplex” stove sale: 


Starting the Sale 


One day a few weeks ago two women entered the 
store and one asked to see a fireless stove. I 
immediately formed an impression of my customer, 
and had determined the course to pursue in making 
the sale. 

I displayed the parts of the stove before her and 
then began my description in detail, carefully ex- 
plaining each point thoroughly in order that I might 
arouse interest in our special line of “Durham Du- 
plex Fireless Stoves.” This is how I did it: 

CLERK—Madam, this is the Durham Duplex fire- 
less stove. As you may note, the outer stove casing 
is made of steel which eliminates warping, and this 
is heavily reinforced on the inside. A most impor- 
tant consideration when selecting a fireless stove is 
the lining. On the “Duplex” pure “Wear Ever” 
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aluminum is used, which insures ‘@urability and 
cleanliness. 

CUSTOMER—Why are the covers separate? 

CLERK—Each compartment has a separate cover 
so that you may remove the contents of each well 
at different times without the loss of heat. In this 
way the process of cooking is not retarded. 

CUSTOMER—Why is the small opening in the 
cover? 

CLERK—That is a small steam vent which per- 
mits the steam to escape. As a result the “Duplex” 
will bake and roast brown.

CLERK—The heat is all furnished by the stone 
heating discs which may be heated over a gas, coal, 
electric or wood stove sufficiently to cook an entire 
meal.

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WASHINGTON, Oct. 1, 1917. 


FTER a month of pulling and hauling in con- 
ference committee, the war revenue bill car- 
rying the enormous sum of $2,700,000,000 in 

taxes was finally agreed to shortly before midnight 
on Saturday and the House and Senate are now 
speeding it on its way to the White House for 
the President’s signature. The measure will be- 
come effective this week except as to certain minor 
provisions which will go into force one month 
hence. 
House Wins Out in Conference 


The House conferees won a notable victory in 
their four weeks’ struggle with the Senate but the 
industries of the country will pay the shot, for the 
excess profits taxes were boosted skyward by the 
conferees and nearly a billion dollars was added to 
the bill as it originally passed the Senate. 

An important feature of the conference agree- 
ment was the practical elimination of the English 
basis of calculating gains under the excess profits 
section so that this tax is no longer a levy on war 
profits but strikes hard at many corporations, part- 
nerships and individuals earning less money to-day 
than during the pre-war period from 1911 to 1913. 
As adopted, the excess profits provision allows a 
deduction from the earnings of the taxable year 
ranging from 7 to 9 per cent, according to the 
earnings during the pre-war period, and upon any 
remainder a graduated scale of tax is applied run- 
ning from 20 to 60 per cent. A special exemption 
of $3,000 is allowed all corporations in figuring 
this tax. 

How the Tax Is Figured. 


As a concrete illustration of the operation of the 
excess profits tax as agreed to we may take a cor- 
poration having a capital of $100,000 which earned 
an average of $20,000 per annum during the pre- 
war period and will earn a similar amount during 
the calendar year 1917. As the profits of this con- 
cern during the pre-war period exceeded 9 per cent, 
the law will allow a maximum deduction of 9 per 
cent which may be taken from the profits of the 
current year to fix the amount of taxable income. 
This leaves $11,000 subject to tax less the $3,000 
exemption, or $8,000 net. 

As the earnings for the taxable year 1917 amount 
to 20 per cent this corporation falls within the 
second “bracket” of the schedule which provides 


Excess Profits Taxes Boosted Sk yward—How Baseball Beats 
Bills—Webb Bill Looks Doomed

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a tax rate of 25 per cent and which applied to $8,000 
produces a tax of $2,000. The maximum of the 
excess profits tax is 60 per cent of the amount of 
the net income for the taxable year in excess of 
33 per cent of the capital. 

In addition to the excess profits taxes, corpora- 
tions engaged in the manufacture of munitions must 
pay 12% per cent of their incomes into the Treas- 
ury. This will mean a pretty heavy load for some 
of the war babies. 

The corporate income tax, which is 2 per cent 
in the present law, is raised by the final draft of 
the bill to 6 per cent. This adds further to the 
load to be carried by the industries of the country. 


Big Incomes Split Fifty-Fifty 

The individual income taxes as fixed by the 
Senate bill were accepted bY the Conference Com- 
mittee without change. They begin with a tax of 
2 per cent on incomes of $1,000 for single persons 
and $2,000 for married persons and run up to 50 
per cent on incomes exceeding $1,000,000. 

The automobile tax, which the House fixed at 5 
per cent and imposed on the manufacturer, and 
which the Senate struck out in favor of a gradu- 
ated tax on car owners, is put back on the manu- 
facturer by the bill as agreed to at the reduced 
rate of 3 per cent. 

Motor boat owners are required’ to pay small 
taxes which in the case of yachts run up to $2 per 
foot for boats 100 feet or more in length. 

Sporting goods, including tennis rackets, golf 
clubs, baseball bats, balls of all kinds, fishing rods 
and reels, billiard and pool tables, games, etc., ex- 
cept children’s toys, will pay 3 per cent. 

The bill as a whole is calculated to make the 
American people realize that we are at war. In 
connection with current revenues from other sources 
the amount to .be annually paid into the Treasury 
will be a round four billion dollars. The remainder 
of the cost of carrying on the war will be paid by 
bond issues and passed on to posterity. 


No Webb Bill at Special Session 


The fate of the Webb bill legalizing export com- 
binations is in the balance. If Congress remains 
in session continuously until December, with per- 
haps a short recess in November, it may be possible 
to pass the measure, but if, in accordance with the 
present program, an adjournment is taken in Octo- 
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ber, there will be no Webb law in the year of our 
Lord 1917. 

This was all made clear a day or two ago when 
Senator Pomerene made another effort to bring the 
bill before the Senate. The opponents of the bill 
were on the job and showed their teeth at the first 
suggestion that the bill should even receive con- 
sideration at the present session. 

Senator Pomerene started the ball rolling by 
asking unanimous consent to call the bill up for 
discussion. Senator Cummins, of Iowa, who is also 
a member of the Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce, which reported the bill, was the first member 
of the opposition to jump into the breach. 

“I do not intend to object,” said he, “but I want 
it to be understood before the bill is taken up that 
it will require some time in its consideration. It 
relates to a very important matter, and there is 
some difference of opinion among the members of 
the committee which reported the bill. I say in 
fairness to the members of the Senate who are 
here that it will require a quorum and some dis- 
cussion.” 

Senator Cummins’ statement that it would “re- 
quire a quorum” to pass the bill was made with 
a grim smile that held quite as much significance 
as the statement itself. It is a well-known fact 
that there is a bare quorum of Senators in Wash- 
ington at this time so that the opponents of any 
measure can easily prevent action upon it without 
coming into the open to fight it. 


Using Baseball to Beat Bills 


All they need do is get aboard of a taxi and go 
out and play a round of golf or take in a ball game. 
This will do the trick, provided a single opponent 
of the pending measure is left on guard to make 
the point of “no quorum” when the vote is taken. 

But there were others beside Senator Cummins 
who were out to prevent the consideration of the 
Webb bill. Senator Reed Smoot got this into the 
Congressional Record: 

“I also want to say to the Senator asking the 
unanimous consent that there are at least two Sen- 
ators who are interested in this measure, one of 
whom is now acting as a conferee on the revenue 
bill and the other is engaged on the great appro- 
priation bill that is before the Committee on Ap- 
propriations. It is absolutely essential that the 
conferees shall agree, and also that that bill shall 
be reported to the Senate at the earliest date pos- 
sible. If they are to be taken away from that work, 
I believe it will not hasten the adjournment of 
Congress.” 

This was another facer, and Senator Pomerene’s 
heart must have been in his boots as he continued 
to urge consideration of the bill. 

“I think,” he said, “all Senators will agree that 
this is a subject matter of very great importance. 
It has already passed the House twice, the second 
time in the form in which it appears here, with 
slight amendments made by the majority of the 
Senate. 


Two Favorable Reports on Bill 


“The bill was twice favorably reported to the 
Senate by the Committee on Interstate Commerce. 
I recognize the fact that there is some difference of 
opinion about certain provisions of it, and I as- 
sumed, of course, that there would be some debate. 

“While I would be very glad to have final action 
upon the bill to-day, I can understand that the 
discussion of it may be so prolonged that that 
would be impossible, or, at least, impracticable. I 
have no desire to unduly force it to a conclusion, 
but I have felt that it ought to be taken up and 
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considered by the Senate and be made the unfin- 
ished business so that it could be disposed of at 
this session. I do not believe it will take an un- 


‘usual length of time, although I appreciate the im- 


portance of the issues presented to the Senate.” 

Then the dear old Senate gave a fine exhibition 
of courtly politeness. Although every man in the 
Senate knew that there were enough knives out for 
the Webb bill to prevent a vote that day and perhaps 
any other day, yet as a matter of “senatorial 
courtesy” they felt the Senator from Ohio was 
entitled to a little run for his money. 

Therefore, when the Vice-president, in accord- 
ance with the usual custom, asked if any one ob- 
jected to the request of Senator Pomerene to take 
up the Webb bill there was an impressive silence. 
It was a beautiful exhibition of good manners, and 
the average uninformed citizen in the galleries 
would have believed that all opposition to the bill 
had been withdrawn and that after a little cheerful 
conversation it would go galloping through and 
reach the White House before sundown. 


Press Gallery Veterans Smile 


But the veteran newspaper correspondents in the 
press gallery only smiled. They knew what was 
coming. 

The Senate never does things by halves. Having 
determined that Senator Pomerene should be rec- 
ognized to call up his bill, they decided to go the 
whole hog and permit the committee amendments 
to be adopted. 

There were only two of these modifications. The 
first change provided that export associations shall 
neither depress nor enhance prices within the United 
States of commodities of the class exported by such 
association. The original bill forbade enhancing, 
but did not prohibit depressing prices. 

The Senate promptly agreed to this amendment. 
The second change was merely a transposition of 
language and did not affect the terms of the meas- 
ure. This amendment also was accepted without a 
roll call. 

But after having permitted the bill to be brought 
fairly before the Senate, its opponents decided to 
give it a drubbing. Chief Gladiator Reed, of Mis- 
souri, was first sent into the ring to hammer it. 


Reed Tackles Webb Bill 


, “With due respect I wish to inquire,” said he, in 

the sarcastic tone that has endeared him to the 
hearts of so many of his colleagues, “if this bill 
is to be passed here with a purely perfunctory read- 
ing, without any consideration? In the first place, 
this bill ought not, in my judgment, to be brought 
forward at this time at all. It has been under- 
stood that this session of Congress should be de- 
voted to the enactment of war legislation, and that 
other legislation would not at this time be con- 
sidered. 

“This bill is not a war measure. This legisla- 
tion was proposed before the European war broke 
out, and long, long before the United States be- 
came involved in that controversy. We are almost 
at the close of the war legislative program. 

“It has been generally understood that Congress 
would adjourn, at least for a short time, before the 
December session. The impression has been to the 
effect that we would probably be able to close up 
the program that had been discussed and get away 
about the first week of October. 

“In order to accomplish that very-much-to-be- 
desired object, discussion has been limited to an ex- 
traordinary degree with reference to a number of 
important measures. Perhaps some of them suf- 
fered for lack of full discussion. 
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“Now, with that situation, the pending bill is 
brought forward. I did not object to its considera- 
tion at this time; the truth is that I did not know 
that unanimous consent was being asked for that, 
although I was in the Chamber. I do not want to 
be in the position of an obstructionist, but it is 
impossible that this bill shall have full consideration 
at this time, in my judgment; and if it is given 
full consideration, I am quite sure the session is 
going to be prolonged.” 


A Time-Worn Argument 


Then Senator Reed, fairly in his stride, began 
an assault upon the bill on the ground that it nulli- 
fies the anti-trust laws, especially the Sherman act. 

“I am not prepared to discuss the bill,”’ said he, 
“and I certainly am not prepared to consent to its 
passage without a full understanding of its pro- 
visions. I do know that it proposes to annul in 
part that system of law which we have been build- 
ing up in this country for 25 years, and which is 
generally known by the term of anti-trust legisla- 
tion; and I do know that when we undertake a thing 
of that kind we ought to do it at a time when Con- 
gress is in a position to deliberate coolly regard- 
ing the whole question. 

“If I understand the import of this bill, it most 
radically changes the policy which has been ac- 
cepted as the fixed policy of this country by every 
President of the United States, by every Congress, 
and by every political party for the past 25 years. 
It may be possible that some change of these great 
laws is necessary; but we ought to consider the 
question at a time when we can do so in a cool, 
deliberate and careful manner. 

“There is less necessity for this legislation to- 
day, in my humble opinion, than there has been at 
any time during the past 25 years, and for this 
reason—that our foreign commerce is to-day all 
practically under the control of the Government 
under what is known as the embargo power. What- 
ever goes abroad to-day goes abroad because it is 
permitted to go by the President. He can stop all 
traffic with foreign countries, and the power en- 
tirely to stop traffic carries with it the power to 
regulate the traffic which is permitted. 


Quorum of Senate Disappears 


“So I hope this bill can go over until the next 
session of Congress, when we may give it careful 
thought and attention and when we can have an 
attendance in the Senate to consider it. A few 
minutes ago, when the bill was read, there was 
more than a quorum of the members of the Senate 
present. 

“Before the reading of the bill had been com- 
pleted the membership had drifted away until there 
were not to exceed probably 15 or 16 members of 
the Senate in the Chamber. This is not because 
Senators are not interested, but it is because, in the 
press and crush of work at this time, it is necessary 
for them to be in their offices or in their committee 
rooms. 

“IT appeal to the Senator in charge of this bill, 
for whom I have the utmost respect and the kind- 
liest feeling, not to ask that this bill shall be forced 
forward at this time.” 

The “disappearing quorum” is now such a joke 
in the Senate that when Senator Reed referred to 
it everybody smiled broadly. Senator Pomerene, 
however, was due to fire a few more shots before 
surrendering, so he said: 


Export Bill Is Real War Measure 


“Tt is true that it was our purpose at the begin- 
ning of this session, and is now, to give our atten- 
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tion principally to the war measures. I differ from 
the Senator from Missouri when he takes the posi- 
tion that this is not, in one sense of the word, a 
war measure. 

“It is one of those bills, it is true, that have been 
before the Congress for a considerable time. It 
has been the subject matter of a vast deal of dis- 
cussion by the business men and the business or- 
ganizations of the country for a number of years. 

“It affects our export trade only. It does not 
affect our domestic trade, save and except inci- 
dentally. 

“Of course, the two classes of trade cannot be 
divorced from one another to such an extent that 
we may say that neiu.. ~ affects the other. No one 
could take that position, but they are essentially 
separate and distinct; and now, at this very time, 
when we are dealing not only with our allies but 
with neutral countries, the feeling is still extant 
that we ought to pass legislation of this kind for 
the purpose of enabling our business men to get 
their fair share of the foreign trade. 


Extraordinary War Trade Conditions 


“IT realize that there is much force in what the 
Senator says when he takes the position that our 
export trade at the present time is largely con- 
trolled by the President through the medium of the 
embargo act, but that affects immediately our war 
conditions, our war powers. This has reference 
not only to what may be war conditions, but to 
our peace conditions quite as well. For a period of 
two years or more there have been constant con- 
ferences between the allies themselves, even before 
we declared war, looking to the trade of the future, 
and I dare say that the Senator will not contend 
for a moment that we ought not at the present time 
to have an eye to our trade of the future.” 

Both Senator Reed and Senator Cummins at- 
tempted to interrupt Senator Pomerene and the 
latter finally induced him to yield the floor. The 
grounds upon which opposition to the Webb bill 
is now being urged were ther put forward in con- 
densed form by Senator Cummins and should be 
examined carefully by every friend of the export 
measure. The Iowa Senator said: 

“We are either doing something here or we are 
not. We are either repealing a part of the anti- 
trust law and the Clayton Act or we are not. 

“If we are not, no legislation is necessary. If 
we are, then the inquiry is, What part of it are we 
repealing? 

Repealing Antitrust Laws? 


“And I am sure the Senator from Ohio will agree 
with me that what we are repealing or trying to 
repeal—because I am in some doubt as to what the 
effect of this bill will be, as I shall presently show 
—what we are apparently trying to do is to repeal 
the anti-trust law and the Clayton Act so far as 
either of them relates to foreign trade. That is 
what we are trying to do, and I think it ought to 
be fully understood. 

“Now, I know the Senator from Ohio, in charge 
of the bill, has very carefully and sedulously tried 
to prevent that repeal from having any effect upon 
trade among the States; but we must face squarely 
the proposition that the proposal is that both these 
laws be repealed, so far as our foreign trade is 
concerned.” 

Senator Pomerene’s answer was clear and to the 
point and embraced the only defense which the 
Webb bill really needs except against attacks which 
are aimed in bad faith. 

“It is generally conceded,” said Senator Pome- 
rene, “that some uncertainty exists as to just what 
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effect the provisions of the Sherman law have upon 
so-called export trade. What we expect to make 
perfectly clear by this legislation is that the Sher- 
man law does not extend to certain acts specifically 
described in the bill which may be regarded as the 
conduct of foreign trade. That is all we do.” 

I have always endeavored to be an optimist—that 
is to say, a reasonable optimist—concerning the 
prospect for the passage of the Webb bill, but I 
am free to say that after listening to the debate 
there is slight chance that this measure will 
become a law at the present session. It is more 
than probable that a little handful of demagogues 
will stave off action until after the war and then, 
when Germany is recovering her foreign trade by 
leaps and bounds, there will be a great hustling in 
the Senate to put through some belated legislation 
to enable us to hold our own.

Getting Your Share 


«Little Elf” Comes Back and Gives the Stove Man a Big Piece of Advice— 
Are Your Stove Repair Parts Properly Tagged—Some Argument Windows

The time is ripe for a good interior painting window 


OME weeks ago, when the Little Elf took a 
high dive into the can of stove blacking, the 
Stove Man doubted that he would return. Yes- 

terday, while applying the polish to a $50 range, 
he cut the wire that held the oven door shut, opened 
the door, and out popped the Elf. He looked a little 
peaked, and started right in finding fault. He had 
a lot of objections about the way the Stove Man 
handled his job, and he started right in expressing 
himself. 

“Well,” said he, “I see you are still on the job. 
The other day, when I left, I thought perhaps my 
talk did you some good, and I really half expected 
to find some one here that had their heart in their 
work. About the only show the firm has to better 
this department is to fire you. 

“Your backbone is a wishbone. You haven’t nerve 
enough to get out and give a good man a chance. 
You’d rather keep on mixing blacking and draw 
your little check every week. A real man might put 
this department on a paying basis for the firm. 

“You mix polish and paint stoves, and while you 
are doing it your mind is a blank. You forget that 
to-morrow exists, that to-day is a bigger day than 
yesterday, and that to-morrow should be a bigger 
day than to-day. You could be studying out plans 
that would help you win promotion, but you just 
potter along. 

“You haven’t stopped to think that the way you 
live and do your work is shaping your own destiny 
as well as helping to shape that of your employer. 

“You haven’t learned that your life will be just 
what you make it. It is what you do, and the man- 
ner in which you do it, that counts. The way you 
black a stove suggests the manner in which you 
would do other things, if you had them to do. 

“Has the boss slated you for the better job when 


the chance of advancement comes? No. There is 
a fellow outside who is knocking at the door. Suc- 
cess in life depends on the intensity of your efforts. 
You work like a blunderbuss, not like a rifle. 

“You think you have passed the age of real effort. 
Wake up! A man is never past that age. Young 
men and old men are becoming successful every 
day, every hour. This is the age of opportunity 
for all, but it takes effort, grit, determination. 

“There are many managers of hardware stores 
who started neck deep in stove blacking. They 
didn’t advertise themselves as Stove Men. No; 
they had their eye on the job ahead. 

“The ‘boss’ gives you every opportunity. He 
tries out your initiative, he looks to you to do the 
right thing at the right time. He realizes that 
you are not perfect, but he is willing to overlook 
many of your deficiencies. He expects a fair return 
on his investment in you. 


Face Like a Stove Brush 


“Now, take the department of which you have 
charge. If you were the ‘boss,’ how would you like 
to bring a lady out here? There you stand—you 
haven’t shaved for two days, your face looks like 
a stove brush. Look at the stoves, dropped indis- 
criminately. You sweep the place when the spirit 
moves you. Look at your work bench—a place for 
everything, and nothing in it. 

“How about your repair parts? I suppose a 
salesman could come out and find just what he 
wanted. Who but you would know where to find 
anything a customer might require? If a customer 
wanted a valve for an Ideal range, you have them 
in the same drawer with Wedgewood, Detroit Jewel 
and Majestic valves. They are not even tagged, so 
the customer gets the wrong valve. He returns it, 
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after a lot of trouble. He is dissatisfied with the 
service the house gives, and you are to blame. You 
should have had the valves separated and labeled— 
then the salesman could have filled the order intelli- 
gently. 

“Look at your lack of system everywhere. Take 
your fitting bins—no system, fittings all mixed up. 
Look at your pipe rack—any method of keeping 
track of your stock? How about the boss, when he 
gets a telephone order for 200 ft. of a certain size 
pipe? The customer is on the phone, and the boss 
wants to know how much pipe is on hand. You 
find some in one part of the rack, some in another 
part. After a while you find you have enough to fill 
the order, but the customer couldn’t wait. He will 
call again—perhaps. 

“Just because a man starts as a Stove Man or 
delivery boy don’t feel obliged to remain there. 

“You can learn a lesson from looking at a ladder. 
First of all, the ladder must suggest that there 
are heights worth reaching, or there would be no 
ladder. If you wish to go higher you must go 
step by step. First, you get a solid footing on one 
rung and then you reach the one above. 


A Lesson from the Ladder 


“Life is like a ladder, and business is like a lad- 
der—each made up of gradations of progress. You 
cannot step from the ground to a third-story win- 
dow; nor can you step from the stove job into a 
position of highest authority. But by traveling up- 
ward, rung by rung, you can reach the top. The 
nearer you approach the top the less competition 
you will have from other climbers. 

“If you would go up the ladder faster than some 
one else you must be in training; you cannot make 
speed unless you are in condition for speed. You 
cannot create success by merely looking at the lad- 
der others have climbed; you must: be a climber. 
You must advance rung by rung, always sure that 
you are, first, master of the rung on which you 
stand. Then when you reach the top you realize 
the obstacles that come to you in the climbing, and 
if you are the right kind of a man you will be glad 
to reach down and help the man below you get a 
firmer hold on the rungs above him. 

“Efficiency is the keynote of your success in 
climbing. If you are efficient in the small and 
seemingly unimportant duties that confront you, 
you will be preparing yourself for climbing. It is 
only by perfecting ourselves in the lesser things 
that we are able to aspire and achieve the greater 
things. No matter how small the task or how 
menial the labor it should be accomplished in just 
the same spirit we would have in undertaking the 
larger or more congenial task. 

“You are working for yourself—no matter who 
hands you your pay envelope. Shirk your work and 
you cease to become a climber. You can’t hurt the 
work nearly as much as you hurt yourself. For 
every good task well completed your gain is as 
great as that of your employer. 

“Now, Mr. Stove Man,” continued the Elf, “what 
are you going to do when you get out of here. You 
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know you haven’t been a success here. You know 
that you can probably get a recommendation be- 
cause you’ve been with the firm a long time and the 
boss would just naturally feel that he should give 
you one. But a recommendation doesn’t amount to 
anything unless you can back it up. You can’t back 
it up unless you know your business and if you 
know your business a recommendation is excess 
baggage. 

“Get used to doing things NOW. Get out of the 
rut you are in and use your head. You must not 
only do things NOW, but you must THINK when 
you do them. When you THINK and then DO you 
have acquired initiative. 

“When you first started the stove work you were 
ambitious. Occasionally when things were a little 
slack you drifted to the front and took a hand in 
the selling. Then after a lady or two had appar- 
ently shown their disapproval at being served by a 
man in work shirt and overalls you imagined that 
the front was no place for you—you didn’t have 
enough initiative to take the overalls off. Most of 
the time you were stuck up with stove blacking and 
your shoes were spotted with oil from threading 
pipe. You didn’t know about the great modern dis- 
covery of ‘soap’ and what it would do. You didn’t 
have initiative enough to even provide two pairs of 
shoes. No, you didn’t care, you worked in the rear 
and you wanted to stay in the rear. You had all the 
opportunity in the world to learn where the stock 
was located, but in all these years you have not even 
learned where the nails are.” 

BING! It was more than the Stove Man could 
stand. He flung the blacking can at the Elf and the 
little fellow disappeared. But the Stove Man knew 
the Elf was telling the truth. 

So the Stove Man passes the slams along, as a 
warning or inspiration to the other fellow. 

The displays this week ought to prove of value in 
suggesting ideas for other trimmers. 


Folks Are Painting Interiors Now 


The display of Alabastine features the wall of 
a room as a background. On this wall is painted 
the big “smile” and with it is a punch for the fel- 
low who realizes that the walls of his home need 
touching up. On the palettes are shown different 
shades of Alabastine. This trim is especially timely 
in October because this is the month when folks 
ought to brighten up for the long evenings indoors. 

‘The background and drapery of the Zerolene dis- 
play are light blue—the showcards are all a shade 
darker and the cans a medium dark blue. 

In submitting this Zerolene display the Stove 
Man wants to say that in making it he had no ex- 
pectation that it would produce immediate re- 
sults. The Standard Oil Company did not expect 
immediate results. No man is going to buy oil un- 
less he needs it—if he needs oil and is dissatisfied 
with the present oil he is using and the Zerolene 
display appeals to him forcibly enough, the chances 
are that he will buy Zerolene. If he has a barrel of 
oil on hand, or even a gallon, he is not likely to buy 
more oil until necessity compels him to do so. The 
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Is the oil pouring from the can? 


range of sale of this display is in a way limited to 
automobile owners. It was installed in a location 
where oil competition was keenest; within the block 
are three displays featuring oil of competing 
brands. As the display appeals mainly to the auto- 
ist—it is “loud” so that it will shout its message 
out in the street and attract the autoist. It is suc- 
cessful in doing this. It not only stops pedestrians 
but an occasional autoist drives up to the curb and 
studies the display. 

Very few cans are shown, but samples of the dif- 
ferent grades of oil are on display properly labeled 
in glass containers. Zerolene literature is featured 
and a request that the car owner step inside and 
procure literature pertaining to the proper lubrica- 
tion of his own particular car. 


The Carbon Devils 


The main showcard is in the center of the display 
and brings out the theme or scheme around which 
the display is built. The card reads: “Eleven little 
CARBON DEVILS were busy all day, plotting and 
planning efficiency to slay, when along came ZERO- 
LENE and scared them away. Carbon and Zero- 
lene will not mix, which leaves the little CARBON 
DEVILS in a terrible fix.” 

The attention getter of the display is a base four 
by four feet by six inches high. On this base is a 
pedestal surmounted by a Zerolene can tipped at a 
strong angle forward. From the spout of the can 
apparently flows a stream of oil. On the base is a 
beaver board cutout of oil that has apparently run 
from the can. This deception is built up in the cen- 
ter with plaster of paris and the riffles caused by 
the flowing oil are worked in. This cutout is first 
painted in water colors the desired tint and then is 
coated with six applications of orange shellac—zgiv- 
ing an excellent imitation of oil. The flowing 
stream is a hardwood stick shaved down to the size 
and appearance of a flowing stream. It was then 
given the same painting process as the imitation 
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oil on the display base. It fits in the center of the 
riffles and joins the lip of the flowing can. 

The little CARBON DEVILS are shown in a ter- 
rible fix. They are breaking their necks to get 
away; one is caught in the deluge and as his eyes 
register horror he is endeavoring to swim out. The 
riffles are worked in around his body giving the ap- 
pearance of action. With one arm he is making a 
half stroke and the wake of his hand through the 
oil is shown in the “oil.” Another has fallen near 
the edge and still another on hands and knees has 
freed himself from the oil. He is crawling away 
from the apparently approaching flood of oil, leav- 
ing a stream of oil dripping from his person. Other 
DEVILS that are free are speeding away, leaving 
little oily tracks in their wake. 


Why It Pulls 


This display tells a story and its pulling power 
lies in three things: - 

First—The observer thinks the oil and the 
stream are real—they stop and wonder that the oil 
does not continue to flow out over the base. 

Second—Humor. The apparently frantic strug- 
gles of the CARBON DEVILS to escape the oil that 
has no use for carbon is funny. To the observer 
they suddenly attain life and for a few seconds are 
real little people struggling against a flood of real 
oil. 

Third—What is the fuss all about? Why the oil, 
why the DEVILS, why the apparent commotion? 
The showcards tell the story and curiosity compels 
the observer to read them. 

If the Stove Man received his remuneration for 
the actual new business this display would bring in 
during the time it was before the public he would 
not have enough to pay for the DEVILS. But if 
he were paid for future business—Zerolene pub- 
licity and store publicity—he would kick over the 
blacking, throw the stove brush at the cat and get a 
wheelbarrow to cart his money home in. 
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Steel Prices Fixed— 


A New Era 


HE uncertainty as to Government prices 

for steel products that for more than 
two months has held the trade in suspense 
has been ended in a way that may well prove 
to be epoch-making in the industry. Thirty 
representative producers of iron ore, coke, 
pig iron and finished steel products conferred 
with the War Industrial Board at Washing- 
ton recently and a tentative price schedule 
was made up covering the three raw mate- 
rials named and plates, shapes and bars, the 
products in which the Government’s war re- 
quirements are largest. The President has 
announced the fixing of these prices and the 
agreement of the producers that they should 
apply equally to purchases by the Govern- 
ment, its Allies and the public, thus meeting 
the President’s call in his well remembered 
proclamation of July 12 for “one price for 
all.” 

It should be said, to begin with, that the 
six prices named are to be followed shortly 
by others, which will cover the entire indus- 
try so far as the products of blast furnaces, 
steel works, and rolling mills are concerned. 
Presumably scrap will also be included. Bil- 
let and sheet bar prices must be fixed, differ- 
entials for the various grades of pig iron 
will be worked out from the $33 base for No. 
2 foundry iron and basic, at Northern fur- 
nace, and in line with bars at 2.90 cents, 
shapes at 3 cents and plates at 3.25 cents, 
prices will be named applying to Government, 
Allied and public buyers of rails, sheets, 
wrought pipe, tin plate, wire and other 
products. 

While the announcement ended the long 
uncertainty as to Government prices, it was 
by no means enlightening as to the immedi- 
ate course of the steel market. The trade is 
full of questions to which there are as yet 
no authoritative answers. The men who 
conferred at Washington at the invitation of 
the War Industries Board, represented 80 to 
90 per cent of the country’s steel ingot pro- 
duction, probably a like percentage of the 
Lake Superior ore output, much more than a 
majority of the coke shipments from the 
Connellsville field and a large share of the 
merchant pig iron production in addition to 
that of the steel companies. They had no 
authority to bind the industry as a whole, but 
it need scarcely be said that anything they 
agreed to would by that token be well-nigh 
established. 
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There was on record the desire of the Pres- 
ident that an end be put to the excessive 
steel prices produced by the war and that the 
Government, the Allies and the public be 
treated alike. Broad powers had been put 
in the President’s hands for war emergencies, 
powers which constructively might be made 
to cover the whole steel price problem. Im- 
mediately overhanging the situation was the 
Pomerene bill for complete Government con- 
trol of iron and steel, similar to existing con- 
trol of food and fuel, and it was known to 
have the Administration’s sanction. Another 
factor was the desire of the War Industries 
Board as well as of the President to have the 
readjustments in steel come through the co- 
operation of producers rather than by coer- 
cion. Finally, but highly important, was the 
desire of leaders in the steel trade to aid the 
Government in any adjustment that would 
forward the country’s war aims. 

While the new prices on plates, shapes and 
bars are lower than some of the steel con- 
ferees were prepared to accept, particularly 
in view of the Steel Corporation’s last ad- 
vance of 10 per cent in wages, which other 
producers have followed without question, it 
is to be considered that they are not far from 
the average prices on contract shipments in 
the past six months, on which the profits 
of integrated companies as well as of some 
that are but partly integrated have been 
quite satisfactory. With the readjustments 
on coke and pig iron, some companies of the 
latter class will still do fairly well. There 
wi!l be certain hardship to a number of 
plants that must buy pig iron, even at the 
new $33 price. 

The extent of the reductions from existing 
market prices was exaggerated in the official 
statement given out at Washington. Spot 
coke was $12.50 recently, rather than $16, 
and in putting pig iron at $58 the statement 
went to an extreme, since $50 or less has 
been the recent level. 

What will happen to the orders on the 
books of steel companies taken at prices 
above those agreed upon? The question has 
come from every quarter of the market and 
has thrown the whole trade into confusion. 
The Lever bill provided that all existing coal 
contracts should be carried out at the stipu- 
lated prices. But contract buyers of $4 and 
$5 soft coal would be at a serious disadvan- 
tage in competing with new buyers of such 
coal who paid but $2. The Federal Trade 
Commission found that 75 to 80 per cent of 
the coal production was under contract, “ap- 
parently in good faith,” when the new price 
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was fixed, and meantime no $2 coal is offered. 
The fuel administrator is now trying to have 
some of these contracts canceled. 

In the case of steel, while considerable 
sales of plates were made all the way from 
4 cents to 11 cents, and there are heavy ton- 
nages of bars on the books at more than 
2.90 cents and of shapes above 3 cents, large 
shipments are yet to be made of bars at 
prices close to the new basis, while 3-cent 
shapes have not disappeared from the books. 
On contracts still running at higher than the 
new prices the old question of price revision 
on a falling market must be squarely met. 
If a producer makes new sales at the prices 
just fixed he may find difficulty in persuading 
a competitor of the new buyer that he should 
continue to pay $10 or $20 a ton higher. 
Buyers under contract will not be able to get 
material from sellers other than those hav- 
ing their contracts, as has always been possi- 
ble when prices have slumped, following a 
boom. In plates, as the Government plans to 
take a large percentage of the total output, 
the complication on contract readjustments 
will be less than in bars, for example. A 
fact of no small significance is that on many 
contracts for finished steel settlements are 
on the basis of current market quotations. 
On these the new prices would apply 
promptly. 

But details of the new régime are unim- 
portant in comparison with the fact that the 
highly complicated problem of steel prices is 
in process of being solved by agreement. 
The producers of steel saw great harm to 
the industry in some recent Government pro- 
posals based on costs of the most highly 
integrated companies. They have under- 
dertaken an entirely new alignment of prices 
on a co-operative basis which plainly marks 
the beginning of a new era. 

It need not be expected that by a violent 
wrench values in all lines of production and 
consumption will be adjusted to the new 
basis. But it is also to be said that the iron 
and steel men who agreed to these prices at 
Washington have a keen sense of the obliga- 
tion resting on them to “carry on.” Having 
pledged themselves to give the public the 
same prices as the Government, they have set 
to work to make their word good. They 
know the difficulties are many, but the spirit 
in which they will work out the problem is 
that of finding a way to execute the Govern- 
ment program rather than of finding how 
not to carry it out. 

It is to be kept in mind that the prices 
just fixed are subject to readjustment three 
months hence and meanwhile the advocates 
of Government control of iron and steel dur- 
ing the war will watch closely the course of 
the industry. There is every warrant for 
the prediction that the producers of steel, 
having agreed to the Government’s plan—a 
thing that two weeks ago seemed impossible 
—will in like manner rise to any situation 
that may grow out of their new responsi- 
bilities. 





Backsliding 


OOD resolves have to be continually fed 
up or they will double on their tracks. 

Revival services are generally known as 
our great national producer of backsliders, or 
to be more nearly fair the evangelists of the 
camp meeting variety bring to religious life 
most of the material that later litters the re- 
ligious scrap heap. 

No thinking man who has ever watched a 
string of converts hit the sawdust trail has 
the least doubt as to their earnestness and 
sincerity. If the magnetic man who woke 
them up could continue to stay in town, and 
his strength and enthusiasm held out, he 
could probably keep them pretty close to the 
newly awakened ideals. But Heaven was 
never meant to be filled with souls shy of 
backbone. An angel may be a thing ethereal, 
but it’s a good bet that the best ones are 
made from mortals who possessed initiative 
and some sense of responsibility. 

This is not meant to be sacrilegious in any 
sense. Good of any kind is worthy of con- 
tinuous effort. All great human endeavors 
are related. 

Revivals have no corner on the backsliders. 
The business world is full of them. Sales 
suffer, and suffer seriously and continually, 
because men forget or tire of using the sales 
arguments taught by their sales managers. 

For instance, a man goes on the road, or 
a clerk goes behind the counter, with six 
definite selling points or reasons which should 
induce interested persons to buy. He uses 
and uses and uses these sterling pointers un- 
til to him they begin to run threadbare. He 
uses them so often that he tires of them, and 
one by one drops them for reasons which 
are fresher, if not as convincing. Gradually 
his sales drop off, and eventually he is exert- 
ing the bulk of his effort on some other item 
fresh from the factory. 

A crack salesman never forgets that to 
new people his goods are ever fresh and his 
presentation ever new. These. men know 
that as long as orders continue to come in 
volume it is poor business to change bait. 

Otis Skinner and John Drew and George 
Cohan and other great actors haven’t coun- 
tersunk the impression that they are masters 
of their art in one-night stands. They are 
famous stayers. Their press agents play up 
the fact of hundred-night runs in certain 
playhouses. Keep in mind the fact that they 
say over and over again, night after night, 
the same identical lines, but they put life and 
power and meaning into their words and 
actions every time the curtain goes up. We 
are all actors, some greater than others. We 
can take a lesson from the stage and in our 
selling life refuse absolutely to allow our- 
selves to tire of the phrase, the act or the 
argument that has proven its power to move 
merchandise. 

Don’t be a backslider. 
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Trade Conditions and Iron, Steel and Hardware Prices 


NEW YORK

OBBERS in this vicinity say that fall business is 

coming along in good volume, with the supply of 
merchandise from which to execute orders a little better 
than it has been. Lines of seasonable goods are often 
hard to get. Among these are portable oil heaters, 
which have already been largely oversold. One diffi- 
culty in the production of this commodity is the avail- 
able supply of sheet steel. 

Manufacturers are continually endeavoring to weed 
out lines of slow sellers by ridding themselves of odd 
patterns least in demand and many of the unnecessary 
intermediate sizes and numbers, especially of the classes 
closely resembling other kindred goods, which cumber 
shelves at a time when materials are scarce and labor 
difficult to get even at high wages. 

Groups of cast-iron goods are gradually being re- 
placed by steel products, because of the greater rapidity 
with which they can be turned out through quicker 
mechanical processes, often automatic, on labor-saving 
machinery. There has long been difficulty in getting 
molders. Molded cast-iron goods also are running to 
heavier articles where the volume accumulates faster 
than is possible in small pieces. The various freight 
embargoes still hinder transportation and greatly delay 
shipments. 

There is less moving among city people, especially 
of the apartment-house class, because of the pronounced 
scarcity of flats. This condition, curiously enough, dim- 
inishes to some extent retail consumption for the reason 
that when persons move into new quarters the mere 
change leads frequently to purchases that otherwise 
would not be made. Therefore, retailers should stimu- 
late trade by better exhibits of their wares which in 
busier times are often overlooked or neglected until 
they are actually asked for. 

A fact for the smaller tradesmen to keep in mind is 
that it requires now approximately double the capital 
to finance a similar amount of business that it did a 
few years ago. This will vary with the actual advances 
in price, but generally from 75 to 100 per cent addi- 
tional capital is required under present conditions. A 
stock of goods valued at $10,000 ordinarily is now worth 
nearer $20,000. 

Some merchants may complain of hard times and 
the difficulties of doing business, but the majority have 
obviously made money. While the bank balance may 
not show this the merchandise values show it just as 
interest accrues in a savings bank without increasing 
the deposit. 

Collections are fairly good with complaint sometimes 
of slowness, which is partly attributable to less cash on 
hand because of the need of more money to conduct the 
business. 


LINSEED O1L—Business continues below normal, even 
poor for this season of the year when it should be more 
active. For the first time in weeks, if not months, 
manufacturers note a slight improvement in the de- 
mand, but the volume bought is not as good as it should 
be on even a moderate basis. Still even the slight 
favorable indications encourage the trade in this line 
and the feeling is better. A depressing feature is the 
restriction on the sale of oil cake by-product which is 
absolutely cut off in the Netherlands and in Scan- 
dinavian markets where a large proportion of this 
product has always been sold. 

Linseed oil, raw, city brands, is $1.22 in 5 or more bbl., 
and $1.23 in less than 5 bbl. 

State and Western oil, raw, ranges from $1.19 to $1.21 per 
gal., according to seller and quantity. 

WirE Naits—Prices for wire nails continue strong 
notwithstanding the slackness in building operations. 
The difficulty in construction work, according to some 
careful observers, is that contractors are chary about 
going forward in their lines until the business situation 
is clearer and costs lower. Business in September in- 
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creased notably in some quarters because of getting 
more liberal supplies of nails for warehouse distribu- 
tion. We are told that some of the largest nail manu- 
facturers are not taking new business but are working 
steadily on back orders. 

Wire nails, in store, are $4, and carted by the jobber $4.05 
base per keg. 

Cut Naits—Cut nails are exceedingly scarce and 
very hard to get. September sales have exceeded those 
for August, but there are now practically but five 
makers of cut nails in the country turning out anything 
like a line. Stocks are much broken, both at mill and 
in jobbing centers. 

Cut nails, in average lots, are held at $5.10 in store, and 
$5.15 where delivered by the jobber. 

Rope—Prominent manufacturers say that consider- 
able good trade is constantly being refused at even the 
high prices now ruling firmly, which are nearly double 
any normal quotations during a generation or more, if 
ever. They also are compelled to decline entering into 
contracts under any conditions other than prevailing 
current figures with actual specifications bused on ship- 
ments as can, while the business transacted is almost 
wholly with regular customers to the exclusion of new 
comers. One sales manager says that on receipt of an 
order it is examined and if price is acceptable deliveries 
must be taken as soon as it is possible for them to ship. 
This situation is in no sense an exhibition of inde- 
pendence but caused by economic conditions which com- 
pel the refusal of considerable new business it would 
be a pleasure to book. 

Manila rope, first grade, is 33c., second grade 32c. and 
third grade 28c. base per Ib. 

Sisal rope is first grade’ 23c. and second grade 20c. base 
per lb., with hints of a higher price on sisal before very long. 

Window GLass—Owing to the considerable decrease 
in building operations, and especially the comparative 
small amount of speculative construction, manufactur- 
ers of glass are not hurrying about fixing the wage 
scale for the coming fire, or showing activity in starting 
the blast. At the same time glass is expected to go 
higher because of high prices for material and labor. 
Manufacturers are very conservative about accepting 
orders, which are subject to what is in stock at current 
rates, and they will not accept contracts for forward 
delivery. The present demand naturally is a little bet- 
ter than it has been, which is usually so with the ap- 
proach of cooler weather. Some of the trade believe 
that money can be saved by buying now for necessary 
wants, but that is a matter for each merchant’s 
judgment. 

Window glass, A and B quality, single and double thick, 
all brackets, is still 80 and 10 to 85 per cent discount, and AA 
Ee glass 80 to 80 and 10 per cent discount from jobbers’ 

NAVAL StorES—There is a better tone in the market 
for naval stores which has shown some improvement 
with the forward movement for both home and foreign 
consumption, there being good orders from South 
America. The primary Southern markets, including 
Savannah and Jacksonville, are firmer with moderate 

advances in both turpentine and rosin. Buying has 
been better and receipts at southern centers smaller. 

Turpentine, in yard, is quoted at 46c. per gal. 


Rosins are somewhat firmer because of better pur- 
chasing and smaller quantities arriving at primary 
points. 

Rosin, common to sect strained, on the basis of 280 Ib. per 
bbl. in yard, ranges from $6.60 to "36. 65, with D grade offered 
at the same prices.

HE Illinois Manufacturers’ Association, 

through its president and secretary, are 

endeavoring to get some official assurance 
as to the effect of the Government’s price-fixing 
operations on their business. With this end in 
view telegrams have been sent to Frank A. Scott, 
War Industries Board, Washington, D. C., and 
E. H. Gary, United States Steel Corporation, 
New York City, requesting definite answers to 
several specific questions. 

During the past three years it has been pos- 
sible in many cases to obtain needed supplies in 
excess of contract deliveries through the payment 
of premiums. It is the understanding of the 
manufacturers that such premiums are now illegal 
when applied to such commodities as coal, iron, 
steel and similar supplies, and it is said that the 
mills are answering inquiries by stating that they 
have nothing to offer at the prices designated by 
the Government. 

The telegrams referred to read as follows: 

“Mr. Frank A. Scott, 

War Industries Board, Washington, D. C. 

“Consumers are demanding immediate reduction 
in the prices of finished iron and steel products 
in proportion to Government basic prices. Mem- 
bers of the Illinois Manufacturers’ Association 
claim that they cannot get iron and steel from the 
mills at the prices set by the Government for im- 
mediate delivery. What can be done to correct 
the general impression that the prices fixed will 
have the immediate effect of correspondingly re- 
oane prices of all products made of steel and 
ron 

“Is it true the product of all the steel mills is 
contracted for six months ahead? 

“Is it true the Government demand for metals 
will consume these products by April 1, 1918? 

“Did the Government, in fixing the prices, give 
any consideration to the manufacturers who pro- 
duce goods made of steel and iron for domestic 
consumption? 

“Has any decision been arrived at between the 
Government and the steel and iron producers in 
those cases where existing contracts for steel and 
pig iron are at higher prices than those agreed 
upon?” 

“E. H. Gary, United States Steel Corporation, 
New York City. 

“How soon can the steel companies begin to 
supply your products in addition to the needs of 
the Government on basic prices established by 
the government? 








“Our manufacturers do not know how to make 
prices on their products to their customers for 
either immediate or future delivery. What is the 
attitude of the steel and iron producers to be 
toward existing contracts for steel and iron which 
were placed at prices above those agreed upon by 
the steel producers and the Government?” 

Both of the telegrams were signed by Samuel 
M. Hastings and John M. Glenn, as president and 
secretary of the association. The replies should 
prove of great interest, not only to the Illinois 
manufacturers, but to the great body of retail 
distributers of hardware throughout the country. 


The Steel Situation 


OGAN & SON, New York, have sent out the 
7 i letter under date of Sept. 26, 
“The suspense is over. Prices have been 
agreed upon at materially lower levels for the 
cruder products entering into the manufacture of 
cold drawn and cold rolled strip steel in which 
our customers are particularly interested. We 
give below a digest of the salient features of the 
program. 

“FIRST: The output of the standard mills is 
contracted for through 1918 and in some cases 
well into 1919. 

“SECOND: The price agreement will not affect 
existing contracts. 

“THIRD: The prices, as laid down, are subject 
to revision Jan. 1, 1918. 

“FOURTH: The War Industrial Board will 
supervise the steel output. The regular industrial 
requirements (Class C) will be supplied out of 
the surplus after war business (Class A) and the 
work of national or exceptional importance (Class 
B) has been given preference by the mills. No 
business will be removed from Class C to the 
preferred divisions except on certificate to be 
issued by the Priorities Committee. 

“FIFTH: Government demand has increased 
fivefold and is entitled to priority. Production 
cannot increase materially beyond its present 
point. Somebody will have to go without steel. 

“SIXTH: Tremendous buying orders, which 
have been held pending the announcement of the 
Government’s program, will now be released and 
add to the congestion at the mills. It is uncer- 
tain when any of this lower priced steel will ap- 
pear in the market and the probable date when 
these prices will be reflected in material declines 
in the finished product is indeed indefinite.”

A LTHOUGH the prices for steel have been fixed and 
the schedule for new contracts announced there is 
little or no change apparent as yet in the hardware 
market of the Chicago territory. Manufacturers and 
jobbers are waiting developments and prices are un- 
touched. As a matter of fact the idea is prevalent 
among both manufacturers and jobbers that the new 
prices will tend to make it increasingly difficult for 
them to get shipments. Previous to this time it has 
been possible for manufacturers to get needed material 
at almost any time by the payment of premiums. As 
the premium is now considered illegal it is believed that 
raw material will be much more difficult to obtain. 
here is also much uncertainty as to when the steel 


producers will have disposed of Government wants to 
such an extent as to permit the taking on of new do- 
mestic orders. 

Manufacturers also point out the fact that contracts 
already made will in all probability be held binding, 
and that many hardware items for some time to come 
will be made from high priced materials. Jobbers are 
not expecting any price declines in ordinary hardware 
items for some time. As to the items already made up 
for spring sales, any price decline seems decidedly 
improbable. 

One prominent jobber expresses the belief that many 
shortages will prevail and that the freight situation 
will make it extremely difficult to get goods. In such 
cases he predicts advances rather than declines. 

There has been no noticeable change in the volume 
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of trade as yet, but there is a steady flood of inquiries 
from retail sources as to the probable trend of the 
market. It will probably be several weeks before the 
situation has clarified to an extent where definite in- 
formation along this line can be given. 

Fall trade is well under way in the retail stores and 
in the agricultural districts business is exceptionally 
good. Jobbers report collections as fair. The freight 
situation appears to be getting worse, and jobbers re- 
port that shipments from eastern coast points are often 
twenty days en route to Chicago. There is every indi- 
cation that this condition will grow worse in the near 
future. 

PAINT BRUSHES.—The recent advance in paint brush 
prices has been taken by all the jobbers who report 
sales as somewhat below those of a similar period last 
year. Jobbing stocks are in very good shape. 


We quote from jobbers’ stocks, f.0.b. Chicago: No. 18 paint 
brush, 3-in., $6.60 per doz.; No. 18, 4-in., $11.70 per doz.; 
No. 18, 5-in., $18.70 per doz. Varnish brushes, $4.15 
per doz. ; 3-0, $4.70 per doz. ; 4-0, $5.65 per doz. 


BuILpING Paper.—Jobbers report light sales of build- 
ing paper, due to the fact that there is much less build- 
ing going on this year than at a similar period of 
last year. Prices show a sharp decline since last week 
and there are indications that still lower prices will 
prevail. Jobbing stocks are ample for all requirements. 


We quote f.o.b. Chicago on building paper as follows: 
Red rosin sheathing paper, 20-lb. rolls, at 54c. per roll; 
25-lb. rolls, at 67c. per roll; 30-lb. rolls, at 81c. per roll. 


PREPARED ROOFING AND TARRED FELT.—Tarred felt 
has taken two advances of 10c. per 100 Ib. each, within 
the past two weeks, due to the shortage of rags. These 
advances have found reflection in an advance of from 
5c. and 10c. per roll in prepared roofings. 

SAND PAPER—The demand for sand paper from fac- 
tory sources continues heavy, but there is a rather light 
demand from the ordinary carpenter and small

PITTSBURGH

HE steel prices announced by the Government, and 

which went into effect on Monday, Sept. 24, were 

really more liberal than the steel trade looked for, 

notably the price of blast furnace coke, which was fixed 

at $6 per ton. The Government fixed the price of basic 

and No. 2 foundry iron at $33, sheared steel plates at 

3.25c.; steel bars, beams and channels at 3c.; blast fur- 
nace and foundry coke at $6 per net ton at oven. 

The steel trade was quick to take hold and do busi- 
ness at the new Government price. While it is true 
that prices on plates for some months have been from 
8c. to 10c. per lb., yet these prices ruled on only fairly 
large lots, and for prompt delivery. The large plate 
mills were well filled up for months ahead on contracts 
at lower prices. For instance, the Carnegie Steel Co., 
which is turning out about 60,000 tons of sheared plates 
per month, has for many months been furnishing 90 
per cent of its output of shapes, plates and bars to the 
Government on the basis of 2.90c. for plates, and 2.50c. 
for steel shapes and steel bars. At the new Govern- 
ment steel prices the Carnegie Steel Co., will realize $7 
per ton more on plates and $10 per ton of steel shapes 
and bars. The price of $33 on basic and No. 2 foundry 
iron is a reduction of about $10 per ton over the lowest 
price at which basic iron has sold lately, while on No. 
2 foundry it is reduced $17 per ton, No. 2 foundry hav- 
ing sold lately, before the Government prices came out, 
at $50 and $51 per ton at Valley furnace. The Govern- 
ment did not fix any price on Bessemer iron, but the 
furnace owners that make Bessemer have decided to 
give it a differential of 10 per cent over the price of 
basic, which makes the price of Bessemer iron $36.30 at 
Valley furnace. The day this price was established, 
a large furnace operator sold 5000 tons to a Youngs- 
town, Ohio, steel plant at the $36.30 price. The price 
of coke at $6 is higher than the furnaces expected, and 
will allow the coke producers a very handsome profit. 
However, some time ago the Government fixed the price 
of run-of-mine bituminous coal at $2 per net ton at 
mine, and this leaves a spread of $4 per ton between 
the price of coal and that of coke. This spread is 
larger than it should be, and it is believed the Govern- 
ment in a very short time will announce a higher price 
on coal, probably $2.75 or $3 at mine. 

With the Government steel prices out we may look 
for a general improvement in the steel trade in the near 
future. For a long time there has been practically no 
new buying. 

The Government will probably anonunce prices on 
other products in a short time, or else the committee of 
the American Iron & Steel Institute will fix the price 
on these products, and they will be submitted to the 
Government for approval. When this has been done the 
whole steel trade will be on an established basis of 
prices, not only for our own Government purchases, but 
for the Allies and also for domestic consumers as well. 
New buying at the moment is light, and it will take 
some little time for the steel trade to adjust itself to 
the new prices. 

Conditions in the hardware trade show no important 
change. The volume of business is not as heavy as was 





expected and indications are that fall trade will not be 
as large in volume as last year. Conditions now are 
different from those of last year, and there is not the 
same incentive for the hardware buying trade to place 
orders. It is certain that prices are not going to be any 
higher, while on many lines they will probably be lower. 
As a rule, jobbers and retailers are not covering their 
wants more than 60 days ahead, and in some cases for 
a less period. 

The chief falling off has been in building materials, 
due to depression in the building trades all over the 
country. Several large jobbers and retail hardware 
dealers state they are not selling more than one-quarter 
of the builders’ supplies they sell in ordinary times. 
Collections are reported good, but the situation in 
money seems to be getting tighter. The trade here be- 
lieves the Government will have more trouble in float- 
ing the new War Loan than it had in floating the 
first one. 


AUTOMOBILE SUPPLIES.—Several large manufacturers 
of tires and inner tubes have issued new price lists, 
showing advances of from 20 to 25 per cent on the 
higher grades of tires and inner tubes, prices having 
been advanced since July 1 nearly 50 per cent, and it 
is said they will go still higher. 


Cut Natts.—The new demand for cut nails is dull, 
consumers holding off placing orders, feeling that 
prices are going to be lower. In fact it would not 
be surprising at any time to hear that prices on cut 
nails have been reduced $1 per ton or more. 

We now quote cut nails at $4.25 to $4.40, f.o.b. Pitts- 
burgh in carloads and larger lots. The large trade is 
buying cautiously, and jobbers are cutting down stocks 
as much as they can. 


WIRE Propucts.—The new demand for wire nails 
and wire continues very dull. Jobbers are not taking 
nails or wire they can possibly avoid, believing that 
prices are going to be lower in the very near future. 
Now that the Government steel prices are announced it 
is believed the independent mills will very soon reduce 
their prices on wire nails to the basis of $3.20 and on 
bright basic wire to the basis of $3.55 per 100 lbs., in 
carloads and larger lots, f.o.b. Pittsburgh. It is pos- 
sible that prices may be reduced still more, as the cut 
in some lines of finished steel has been more than 100 
per cent. Prices of the independent mills are largely 
nominal, as follows: 

Wire nails, $4 base per keg; galvanized, 1 in. and longer, 
including large-head barb roofing nails, taking an advance 
over this price of $2, and shorter than 1 in., $2.50. Bright 
basic wire is $4.05 per 100 lb.; annealed fence wire, Nos. 6 
to 9, $3.95; galvanized wire, $4.65; galvanized barb wire 
and fence staples, $4.85; painted barb wire, $4.15; polished 
fence staples, $4.15; cement-coated nails, $3.90 base, these 
prices being subject to the usual advances for the smaller 
trade, all f.o.b. Pittsburgh, freight added to point of delivery, 
terms 60 days net, less 2 per cent off for cash in 10 days. 
Discounts on woven-wire fencing are 43 per cent off list for 
carload lots, 42 per cent off for 1000-rod lots and 41 per cent 
off for smaller lots, fo.b. Pittsburgh. 

TIN PLATE.—It is believed that very soon the Govern- 
ment and the tin plate manufacturers will make a joint 
announcement of the price of tin plate for first half of 
1918. The price may be fixed for all of next year. The 
output of the tin plate mills is sold up for this year, and 
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largely for the first quarter of 1918. On the small cur- 
rent demand the mills are getting from $12 to $15 per 
base box at mill for primes. 

The new prices on terne plate, in effect by nearly all the 
mills, are as follows: 8-lb. coating, 200 lb., $16 per package ; 
8-Ib. coating, L. C., $16.30; 12-Ib. coating, f. C., $17.50; 15-Ib.

IRON AND STEEL Bars.—The Government has an- 
nounced the price of 3c. per lb. on steel bars, dated from 
Monday, Sept. 24, and this price will also probably ap- 
ply on common iron bars. The new demand has fallen 
off a good deal. Not much buying will be done until the 
consumers are sure prices will not be any lower. None 
of the mills report sales as yet on iron or steel bars at 
3c., therefore we repeat nominal prices as follows:

Nuts AND Bo.Lts.—The new demand for nuts and 
bolts is dull and specifications against contracts are not 
active. The trade believes that lower prices on both 
nuts and bolts will be announced at a very early date.

HE Government’s price fixing action has had as yet 
no effect on anything handled by the hardware and 
mill supply trade.

nearby plants are working at full tilt on orders for ma- 
chine tools from the Government and munition makers.

labor. . 

There is no letup in the demand for automobile sup- 
plies and accessories and merchants are daily adding 
to their stocks new specialties that come from time to 
time.

and coach screws 35 per cent discount. 


Hack Saws.—The jobber’s discount is 10 per cent 
from list and there is still a good business reported 


from all merchants.

Obituary 


Charles E. Nash 


C HARLES E. NASH, president of the Nash Hard- 
ware Company and pioneer business man of 
Fort Worth, died Sept. 13 at Rochester, Minn. 

He had been in a sanitarium under the care of the 
Mayo brothers since early in August and had un- 
dergone two successful operations. He had been ad- 
vised by physicians that he could leave the hos- 
pital at any time. In light of this encouraging 
news, the report of his death was a great shock to 
his relatives, business associates and friends. 

Charles Nash was 56 years old. He was born in 
St. Paul, Minn., went south immediately following 
the Civil War, settling eventually in Fort Worth 
with his parents in 1872. The same year the Nash 
Hardware Company was organized by his father, 
Z. E. B. Nash, with the two sons, Charles and J. 
M. Nash, interested in the firm. The business, now 
exclusively wholesale, has been under the direct su- 
pervision of C. E. Nash for several years. Origi- 
nally, and as long as a retail department was main- 
tained, the company was located on lower Main 
street. A few years ago, however, the retail de- 
partment was sold and an extensive building erect- 
ed on East Seventh street for the firm, which is 
now one of the largest hardware jobbing houses in 
the South. 

Aside from his business activity Mr. Nash 
was always closely allied with every progressive 
movement, whether of business, social or religious 
nature. 

He was a director in the First National Bank and 
had been a member of the board of directors of the 
Fort Worth Chamber of Commerce since 1913.. He 
was a member of the National One-Cent Letter 
Postage Association and was one of the first advo- 
cates of reduced letter postage. He served two 
terms as a school trustee. He was a director of the 
Fort Worth Power & Light Co. and chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Texas Hardware 
Jobbers’ Association. 

Mr. Nash was a member of the Knights of Py- 
thias and of the First Congregational Church. He 
is survived by his wife and two sons, Davis and 
Charles, Jr.; his mother, Mrs. O. M. Nash; a broth- 
er, J. M. Nash, and a sister, Mrs. G. W. Parker, all 
of Fort Worth. 

The business of the Nash Hardware Co. will be 
continued along the established lines. The directors 
have chosen A. E. Want to be president and Arthur 
D. Hodgson as general manager. W. R. Duffey is 
vice president and F. R. Largent is treasurer. 
Messrs Want and Hodgson have been officers from 
incorporation in 1900, and Messrs Duffey and Lar- 
gent have been directors for several years. 

JOHN W. STODDARD, 80 years old, a well-known 
manufacturer of Dayton, Ohio, died at his residence 
there recently. Mr. Stoddard was born in Dayton, 
and is survived by a widow, one son and three 
daughters. 

HENRY LESTER, who for 50 years had conducted a 
hardware business on Main Street, Rochester, N. Y., 
died recently at his home, 114 West Avenue. Mr. 
Lester was born in Germany in 1841. He came to 
this country when 15 years old, and shortly after- 
ward embarked in business in Rochester. 

CHARLES HENRY MELROSE, aged 68, a retired 
business man of Grayville, Ill., died recently. He is 
survived by a widow, one son and daughter.

Dominican Postal Change 


ANEW agreement has become operative between 
the United States and the Dominican Republic 
through which the prepaid rate of postage applica- 
ble to letters mailed in the Dominican Republic ad- 
dressed for delivery in the United States will be 2 
centavos per 15 grams, and on letters mailed in the 
United States addressed for delivery in the Domini- 
can Republic 2c. an ounce or fraction thereof. Let- 
ters unpaid or insufficiently prepaid will be dis- 
patched to destination subject on delivery to a 
charge equal to double the amount of the short 
payment. This agreement is now in effect. 













Larger New York Quarters 


HE Department of Commerce has moved its New 
York district office of the Bureau of Foreign & 
Domestic Commerce to Room 734 at the Custom 
House. The new quarters are much larger than the 
old, and now comprise the whole west wing of the 
seventh floor. Much of the added space will be used 
for the convenience of foreign visitors and Ameri- 
can consuls coming to New York, who will now be 
provided with plenty of room for conferences with 
New York and other business men.

The very fact that 
through investigation on our part and that of our 
advertising agents, we found that counter displays 
properly used did increase the sale of the goods, 
led us to put out an assortment of Willson goggles 
in a display case. 

“Assortments were not uncommon in connection 
with other lines of goods, but ours was the initial 
step in the goggle field. Apparently we struck the 
right note, for having anticipated the sale of our 
assortments to be about five thousand, it has 
amounted eventually to over 16,500, with apparently 
no let-up in the demand. 

“The purpose of the display case is to enable the 
retail dealer to display the line of Willson goggles 
properly, to best advantage in as small a space as 
possible, without detracting from the value of the 
display. The case also enables the dealer to keep 
his stock in one place, instantly available and avoids 
the danger of over stock. 

“The retail dealers are constantly urged to use 
their Willson display cases properly; that is, to put 
them in their windows or on their counters in a 
prominent place. A display case is featured in our 
national advertising and service bulletins are being 
issued constantly in conjunction with advertising 
in trade papers. These service bulletins are in- 
tended to give live selling ideas to the dealer and to 
teach him to use the display case effectively. 

“The fact that refill orders come in in large vol- 
ume would indicate that the campaign is more than 
a success. In addition to this, since the Willson dis- 
play case has appeared, attempts have been made 
by at least half a dozen other concerns to duplicate 








our success by putting out assortments of goggles 
in conjunction with some sort of a display fixture. 

“As far as the hardware dealer is concerned we 
are particularly interested in the development of his 
trade. Last year he ranked third in the total dis- 
tribution of our display assortments. This year he 
is making a very close play for second place. 

“It appears to us that the automobile accessory 
business belongs to the hardware dealer. He is 
really the man who began it, and the fact that a 
good deal of it has been taken from him by so-called 
accessory dealers is due, in our opinion, to the in- 
activity of the hardware dealer. We are speaking 
of the dealer as a class, and,not as an individual. 

“In a hardware store, of course, the best place: 
for a Willson goggle case is in the store window,, 
particularly during the weeks that our national. ad- 
vertising appears. The next best place is on His 
counter in the front of the store. 

“If the hardware dealer keeps a separate depart- 
ment for motor accessories, it is probable that he 
will keep his Willson case in that department. If, 
however, he places the case in a prominent position 
investigation proves that the goods sell with but 
little effort.” 


Believes Thoroughly in 
Counter Display Cartons

before his curiosity was aroused. 

“We are hearty believers in display cartons be 
cause we believe the manufacturer’s first duty is to 
help the jobber and dealer sell his goods, and put- 
ting up products in display cartons is certainly a 
very effective selling help because it is in itself an 
assistant salesman.”

“To answer your question regarding some defi- 
nite and practical information on using display 
stands or display outfits to best advantage, we be- 
lieve that the best thing that the hardware dealer 
can do is to use the stand for the purpose for which 
it was intended, and all too often this is not done. 

“Just this morning I had occasion to go into a 
drug store and noticed there an expensive plate- 
glass case, furnished by a manufacturer of clinical 
thermometers, which probably cost the manufac- 
turer not less than $10, and instead of being filled 
with the product of that manufacturer the case 
was filled with fancy toilet soap, tooth brushes and 
fountain pens. 
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This druggist is undoubtedly the exception rather 
than the rule, but nevertheless there are still many 
dealers who treat advertising helps in a similar 
manner. To say the least it is not “playing the 
game.” 

“Display cases, in our opinion, should first of all 
be given a position of reasonable prominence. They 
should be kept clean and filled with the product of 
the manufacturer who furnished them.”

We 
imagine that a fruit man would sell about 1 per cent 
of his usual sales if he covered up his display so 
that it could not be seen. A pile of oranges or 
bananas suggests to the passerby that his system 
requires a fruit diet. Just the same way the stand 
of the Stillson wrench or any other tool suggests 
to the passerby how much he needs one.”

The heading is excellent. It directs attention to 
an event rather than an individual article and 
therefore serves as a reminder that the season is 
open and supplies must be purchased. The sub- 
head immediately under this main display line in- 
troduces the equipment featured and the balance 
of the ad is easy to read, due to the fact that the 
text is broken by cuts and short display paragraphs. 
In attention value and readability the ad must be 
accorded a high percentage of efficiency. 

Complete price quoting adds further to the 
strength of the ad. Guns and ammunition are well 
presented. 

Here is a suggestion for improvement. The two 
lines on clothing and other supplies should go to 
the bottom of the ad and be further reinforced by a 
line to the effect that the Rosenwald store offers 
everything for the sportsman. 

Mr. Rosenwald is a firm believer in newspaper ad- 
vertising and uses regular space in his local paper, 
changing the copy every issue. Mr. Rosenwald fur- 
ther states that it is his belief that newspaper pub- 
licity is the only form of advertising which pays. 
Rather than argue the point we suggest that he try 
the store paper for three months and then write us 
concerning results. We are positive that then he 
would have to alter his views somewhat. What we 
never have we never miss, and the dealer who has 
never issued a store paper simply does not realize 
its wonderful potentiality for stirring up trade.

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New York Weapon Laws 








This statement from headquarters on the laws 
regulating the sale and possession of weapons 
should be in, or under, the hat of every retailer. 

















State of New York, 
Office of the Attorney-General, 
Albany, N. Y., Sept. 8, 1917. 


Editor of HARDWARE AGE: 


Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of Sept. 
4, in which you refer to a letter of Fowler & Sellars 
Co., White Plains, N. Y., relative to an inter- 
pretation of the laws of this State in regard to 
the sale of firearms and ammunition to minors. 

The principal statutes are Sections 1896, 1897, 
1898 and 1899 of the Penal Law. The first may be 
most clearly understood by its complete quotation 
here. It is as follows: 


“Section 1896. Making and disposing of dangerous 
weapons.—A person who manufactures, or causes to 
be manufactured, or sells, or keeps for sale, or 
offers, or gives, or disposes of any instrument or 
weapon of the kind usually known as a blackjack, 
slugshot, billy, sandclub, sandbag, bludgeon, or metal 
knuckles, to any person; or a person who offers, sells, 
loans, leases, or gives any gun, revolver, pistol or other 
fire-arm or any air-gun, spring-gun or other instru- 
ment or weapon in which the propelling force is a 
spring or air or any instrument or weapon commonly 
known as a toy pistol or in or upon which any loaded 
or blank cartridges are used, or may be used, or any 
loaded or blank cartridges or ammunition therefor to 
any person under the age of sixteen years, is guilty of 
a misdemeanor.” 


The second is what was formerly known as the 
Sullivan Law, and has this year been-amended. It 
first prohibits even the possession of a blackjack, 
slugshot, billy, sandclub, sandbag, metal knuckles 
or bludgeon, and also the possession, with intent 
to use the same unlawfully, of a dagger, dirk, dan- 
gerous knife, razor, stiletto, or any other danger- 
ous or deadly instrument or weapon. It also for- 
bids even the possession of a bomb or bombshell, 
and a person may not possess any explosive sub- 
stance with the intention of using it unlawfully. 
It next forbids the possession, by any person over 
sixteen years of age, of any pistol, revolver or 
other firearm of a size which may be concealed 
upon the person without a written license. For 
foreigners, the law goes further and forbids the 
possession or carrying of firearms or of any dan- 
gerous or deadly weapon without a license. In the 
city of New York the licenses are issued by the 
Police Commissioners under the amendment of this 
year. Magistrates may issue them elsewhere. 
Magistrates include practically all judicial officers 
from justices of the peace up to justices of the 
Supreme Court. Jailers and other persons em- 
ployed around a place of detention must obtain a 
license. All peace officers, like sheriffs, deputy, 
sheriffs, policemen, constables, etc., do not have to 
obtain a license. Such a license is good through- 
out the State for an indeterminate length of time, 
except as it may, on its face, be specifically limited 
as to time and place. 

The other statute makes possession presumptive 
evidence, and the last provides for the destruction 
of dangerous weapons.

OU ask for a word regarding my 

experience as a hardware sales- 
man in using an automobile to get 
over the ground. It’s a big order, but 
here it is. 

I represent The Pacific Hardware 
& Steel Company in the northern part 
of the San Joaquin Valley, a territory 
admirably adapted to auto travel. My 
firm is nothing if not progressive, 
having been the first hardware job- 
bing firm to adopt the typewriter in 
billing, adding machines, comptom- 
eters, pneumatic tubes and dicta- 
phones. Naturally, as soon as the 
horseless carriage had emerged from 
the chrysalis state our president con- 
ceived the idea of having our sales- 
men use them in covering their routes. 
As I suppose I had most of the re 
quirements for operating the crude 
machines of that day, namely, a strong 
physique, a certain aptitude for 
mechanics and rather a reckless dis- 
position, I was made the goat in 1906. 
Since that time I have driven an auto- 
mobile over mountain, valley and 
desert a little more than 236,000 miles. 

The success attained was encourag- 
ing and other men were equipped with 
better machines. To-day all of our 
men, wherever territories are practi- 
cal, are using them. The first ma- 
chines were crude and troublesome. 
They required a mechanical and elec- 
trical engineer with the strength of a 
Samson and the patience of Job to 
make them “shoot on four” for fifty 
miles at a stretch. The driver had to 
carry his tool kit on the seat beside 
him. It is a far cry from that first 
car to the perfect car of to-day which 
a young girl can drive across the 
United States without fear of mishap.

On _ the 
average route I am safe in saying that 
the saving is 25 per cent. My time 
is put into the best advantage, the car 
allowing just the right amount of 
time with each customer, my mind 
free from that most aggravating 
thought of the traveling man, the ap- 
proaching train time. I do not leave 
a customer 15 minutes before train 
time to go to the hotel to get my grips 
on the bus for the train reported “on 
time” only to find it half an hour to 
“any old hours” late. 

I can also call on wayside stores or 
railroad towns where the schedule is 
poor, with no loss of time. I assure 
you that the aggregate of these small 
orders is surprising both in volume 
and profit. 

The use of samples in the hardware 
line is of too great importance and 
too well recognized by firms and sales- 
men alike to require any comment. 
The machine is the ideal agency for 
taking advantage of this most potent 
factor in salesmanship. You are not 
obliged to await the pleasure of some 
officious baggage man or dilatory 
drayman, but can carry your samples 
right from your “flivver” into your 
customer’s store, a small line each 
trip. They soon learn to expect this 
of you.

Tires on your machine which have de- 
livered exceptional mileage are more 
eloquent than a long talk. I could 
give you numerous instances where 
my cutlery rolls “right outside in the 
jib” have landed my line of cutlery 
at the psychological moment, whereas 
next trip would have been too late.
